One of 
these 1s married, he said, another has 
kept house for him, two are working, and 
the youngest, who is seventeen years old, 
is still at school. The three youngest, 
he said, never krew he had .been in 
prison. 

“I guess they have read about it by 
this time, he continued, breaking into 
tears. And by now they must be all 
broken up over it. .Oh, my poor chil- 
dren! ”’ 

He explained that his wife left him 
when he was discharged from Sing Sing

CASHIER DEATH 


Cooper Exchange Depositors| 
Likely to be Paid in Full. 


HAD SUFFERED TWO RUNS 


Report That the Cashier Had Been 
Deposed Before His Tragic End 
Caused Another Run. 


The Cooper Exchange Bank, at 20 Ave- 
nue A, was compelled to closé its doors 
yesterday by order of State Superintend- 
The bank got into 
difficulty owing chiefly to a heavy with- 
drawal of deposits following the sudden 
death a few days ago of its cashier, 
George F. Krapp. It was said last night 
that the depositors would suffer no great 
loss, if any. 

The bank was used by nearly all of the 
smaller merchants in the neighborhood. 
as a depository for their funds, and with- 
in a few moments after the closing no- 
tice had been posted on the door the side- 


with depositors, many of whom brought 
their bankbooks /along. There was con- 
siderable excitement when the depositors 
learned that they were too late to with- 
draw their money, and that they could 
not even get into the tank to tell the of- 


Capt. McDermott of the 
Street Station went to the scene with a 
squ of policemen. They had great dif- 


as the depositors believed that they had 
lost all their money, but by degrees, as 
reassuring statements came from oft 
cials of the bank, they became quieter, 
and before long the crowd thinned out. 
About the angriest persons in the crowd 
were several business mén, who had sent 
their money to the bank by messéngers 


Cooper Exchange Bank, like many Other 
east side banks, had adopted the custom 
of sending its own messengers out every 
morning to collect deposits from custom- 
ers in order to save the latter the trouble 
of going to the bank. There were about 
a dozen such depositors on hand, and 
they became so loud and persistent in 
their demand for admission to the bank 
that the policemen finally were compelled 
to drive them away. 

Samuel Gotthelf, President of the Coop- 
er Exchange Bank, formerly was a Vice 
President of the Union Square Bank, and 
when he left that institution he succeeded 
in interesting a number of its depositors 
and shargholders who transferred their 
accounts and became stockholders of the 
Cooper Exchange Bank. At Mr. Gott- 
helf’s residence, 22 Convent Avenue, it 
was said yesterday that he was ill in bed. 

The Cooper Exchange was a State bank, 
and until some time ago was considered 
strong and prosperous. It waß organized 
with a capital of $100,000 and a paid-up 
reserve of $50,000. A year after its organ- 
ization it had deposits amounting to $670,- 


eral Bank, of which David Rothschild, 
now in Sing Sing, was President. This 
shook the confidence of east siders in 
banks generally. The depositors of the 
Cooper Exchange Bank took fright and 
the deposits of the bank soon melted 25 
$350,000. 

Last Wednesday F. Krapp, 
ler of the bank, was picked up dead in the 
courtyard of his home at 209 West Nine- 
ty-seventh Street. Members of his family 
declared that he had accidentally fallen 
from a fgurth*story window. The deposit- 
ors took fright anew, and a run on the 
bank followed. 

Officials of the bank declared yesterday 
that Krapp's accounts were all right.
